TN THE DRAWINGS 

The drawings were objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings were requested to 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of claims 35, 
37, 44, and 47 were requested to be shown or the features to be cancelled from the claims. 

The claims have been amended to more clearly reflect the present invention. Applicant 
further respectfully points out that Figure 6 as presented and the accompanying specification text 
do picture and describe the presently claimed features. See, e.g., angle 610 in Figure 6 and line 4 
of page 10 which recites ". . .when angle 610 is equal to substantially 22.5 degrees. . .".
